Prussian London ‘ Times” 
characterises Prussia as a semi-constitutional state which 
actually means in our days. semi-barbarous ; for civilised 
communities can no longer be tyrannised over by despotism. 
The contradictions and inconsistencies of the Prussian 
government in consequence of this semi-constitution are 
notorious. These are especially remarkable in the cases 
of Israelites. In Loebau, an Israelite, Mr. Levy, was 
elected burgomaster. (Shulze) against which the royal 
officer-(I.andrath) remonstrated, because the burgomaster 
is also officially inspector of the public school towards 
which all citizens pay, and to which all of them send 
their children, still the school is Protestant. The minis- 
ter of the interior decided that Mr. Levy’s election is legal 
and valid, but the voters must elect besides him a Pro- 
testant inspector of the school.
